Must Eat or Die.

ed in Sir Norman Moore, preside 
of the Royal College of Physicians 
and the leading pathological and 
anatomical expert of Great Britain, 
to find out first how long Mac- 
Swiney may survive, and, second, 
whether he could regain his health 
if he should break his fast and 
accept proper nourishment and 
treatment. 

The noted physician says that .he 
is astounded at the length of time 
MacSwiney has‘ survived starvation 
—if he has not been secertly fed— 
and declares that conditions are fa- 
vorable for the patient’s recovery 
if he should give up ‘his fast. 

“I cannot predict how long Mac- 
Swiney will live,” he said after his 
examination. “He is astonishingly 
active mentally, and the whole case 
is almost incredible, 
the miraculous. 

“Of course, you eannot compare 
this to previous fasting records, 
which have never been carried to 
the extremity of this.” 

Forty-sixth Day of Fast. 

This is the forty-sixth day of Mac- 
Swiney’s fast and his condition was 
unchanged tonight, according to the 
bulletin issued by the Irish Self- 
Determination league at 10 o’clock. 
“He is very much exhaggted,” says 
the bulletin, “but stin nscious.” 

Archbishop Mannix, of Australia, 
who recently was refused permis- 
sion by the Britis government to 
visit Ireland, called on the jord 
mayor this afternoon. When the 
prelate emerged from the prison, ac- 
companiéd by Mrs. MacSwiney, he 
was besieged by newspaper men 
—who requestéd an expression of 
opinion concerning Mr. MacSwiney. 

The archbishop, unbent from his 
recent taciturn mood long enough 
to say to the newspaper men: 

‘I find him to be a veritable mi- 
racie. To me it is a miracle.” 

Further than this the archbishop 
would say nothing. — 

He Must Eat er Die. 

If MacSwiney goes through with 
his determination to die, he is 
doomed. Both the government and 
Sinn Fein agree in this. The Down- 
ing street authorities announce 
once more that they will never re- 
lease a single hunger striker. And 
as far as Sinn Fein sentiment goes. 
one has the words of Arthur 
O’Brien, one of the organization's 
leaders, that “if MacSwiney capitu- 
lates now it will do Ireland more 
harm than his past action has ac- 
complished for the good of the 
cause.” 

Sinn . ..ners generally are becom- 
ing worried over the situation. They 
are afraid that when the choice of 
life or death by starvation actu- 
ally comes to the hunger strikers. 
they will give In te the desire to 
live. And if that happens, ridicule 
will injure the Irish cause far more

Washington, September 27.—It is 

now. quite generally admitted by 
derhocratic leaders—and these _ in- 
ciude the foremost.persona]l strate- 
gists of Guvernor Cox—that Presi- 
dent Wilson must foree the league 
of nations to the front as the prime 
issue of the campaign if this year’s 
election is to be interpreted as a 
referendum on the league. 

There has been increasing doubt 
in the minds of both republican and 
democratic politicians for some time 
that a clean-cut referendum on the 
league would be possible. W. G. 
McAdoo made such a declaration 
publicly in New York Sunday night. 
And the Hoover-Wickersham-Taft 
pro-league wing of thp republican 
party has taken a similar view of 
the situation, holding that this coun- 
try is in honor bound to enter the 
league and therefore that whichever 
party wins, it must go in. 

On the other hand, administration 
leaders believe that Cox's success 
depends entirely upon the ability 
of the democratic party to so change 
the present trend of developments 
that the prime issue will be the 
league. 

Taking the position of Senator 
Johnson that Harding is for scrap-

In connection with this there was 
vast satisfaction among democratic 
leaders at the editorial’ query ap- 
pearing Monday in the Hearst 
newspapers, heretofore pungently 
nati-Cox and anti-league in their 
policy. 

“As things stand now,” says this 
editorial, “Mr. Cox is beaten. But 
he would not necesSarily be beaten 
if certain newspapers and certain 
men should change their attitude 
toward him. 


“Senator Harding, are you against 
the league of nations from top to 
bottom? Do you stand with Hiram 
Johnson, Borah and 90 per cent of 
the American people, or with Root, 
Wickersham, international banking 
and innocent Mr. Taft?” 

Influence With Foreigners. 

The Hearst press has had a not- 
able influence with voters of foreign 
birth or ancestry, such as Italians, 
the Irish and Germans. And these 
three classes of voters, among oth- 
ers, Congressman Fess, chairman of 
the republican congressional com- 
mittee, says are going to oppose this 
year largely becauSe of.Senator 
Harding’s speech of acceptance in 
which he repudiated the league of 
nations. , 

Governor Cox, while speaking fre- 
quently and effectively on the 
league subject has been speaking 
in the far west and his utterances, 
perhaps because of the distance of 
his speaking place from the thick- 
ly populated east, have failed to 
crystalize the league issue. The 
preSident, however, could probably 
do more effective work because of 
the usual space allotted by newspa- 
Pers to presidential utterances. So 
it is ntaural that democratic leaders 
now turn to the white house for 
leadership. 


“Devilish Contrivance.” 


“It would seem to one who lis- 
tens to the republican spell-bind- 
ers,” says Secretary Tumulty, “that 
the league of nations is a devilish 
contrivance sprung from the brain 
of Woodrow Wilson. No statement 
more unfair than that could be ut- 
tered. Republicans, long before 
Woodrow Wilson .ever uttered a 
word in behalf of the leegvs, had 
advanced this great idea. Men of 
the type of Lodge, Taft, Burton, 
Roosevelt and others long ago, ad- 
vocated it. It was not until Wood- 
row Wilson put into effect the prin- 
ciple of the league of nations that 
Lodge and his friends backed way 
and expressed themselves in oppo- 
sition to it.” 

From this it may be inferred that 
the president’s efforts will be di- 
rected next to advocating the 
league itself, to drawing out Har- 
ding to an unequivocal stand either 
in opposition to amy league or in 
support of some definite substi- 
tute with the attendant dangers to 
the publican candidate in accept- 
ing either alternative.

BEES USED TO TORTURE 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN 


Owners Compelled to Fire 
Homes and Then Thrust 
Into Flames by Serbian 
Soldiers--Corpses of Vic- 
tims Left Prey for ‘Jogs. 


September 27.—(By 
the Associated. Press.)—Terrible 
tortures and hardships were in- 
flicted upon the Montenegrins by 
the Serbian army of occupation, 
according to an official report of a 
commission of investigation ap- 
pointed by the Montenegrin foreign 
office after the withdrawal of the 
Serbian troops. Copies of the report 
havé been transmitted to the. Eu- 
ropean governments, andone alsois 
understoog to have’ been submitted 
to the state department. 

The commissi charges’ that 
“crimes committed in Montenegro 
were ordered by the Serbian author- 
ities and precisely by high officers, 
such as General Milosh Misilovitch, 
chief commander of the troops of 
occupation,” and it gives the names 
and circumstances attending some 
of the alleged atrocities. 

“Brutal violences and abuses are 
recorded,” says the report. ‘For 
instance, cattle were seized, food- 
stuffs, money and house furnishings 
were taken away, houses and huts 
burned, crops destroyed, owners of 
homes and huts were compelled to 
set fire to their humble dwellings 
and then the soldiers pushed them 
among the flames, where they 
perished. 

“Women and children shut in the 
Aomes were submitted to the addi- 
tional torture of bees thrown in, so 
that they might sting those pitiful 
bodies; they even had the cruelty of 
Putting cats under the skirts of

; women that were then sewn around 


the limbs; the animals then whip- 
ped, so..ausing awful pain te, the 
victims. 

“Prisons were opened for 
dren and received mothers’ with 
nursing infants; the sick were 
cynically ordered to leave their beds 
and were led to jail; aged persons, 
men and women, had to walk some- 
times barefooted, on bad roads for 
over 30 kilometers; old people, 
women and children, were beaten 
with heavy sticks or iron rods, and 
also with wet ropes; inmates of 
prisons were left without nourish- 
ment sometimes as long as ten days; 
the bodies of the dead in the pris- 
Ons were left among the prisoners 
for seven days; the prisoners were 
forced to put their feet on the fire 
and nails were thrust under their 
finger nails. 

“Youths were hung by the hair 
and plunged into the water up to 
their mouths. Men were atttached 
to carriages in the place of horses 
and then killed The corpses of 
Montenegrins, monstrously mur- 
dered, were left in the middle o? 
steets to be prey for dogs. Mothers 
ofthe rebels-were thrown upon the 
fire; old men had their teeth pulled; 
women were violated.”

This is the frank appeal. the 
Lithuanian government has issued 
to the people in an effort to check 
the Polish forces which have taken 
Grodno, and are pushing on toward 
the important railway junction of 
Lida, and which the Lithuanains 
say they believe will take even 
Vilna, unless ‘checked by outside 
influence. 

.Thomas Nareuchevitch, president 


of the Lithuanian delegation, which 
negotiated peace with soviet Rus- 


sia, and’ other prominent Lithu- 
anians now in Riga, are endeavor- 
ing to prevent further Polish mili- 
tary movements eastward and this 
may result in the bolshevik fighting 
the Poles on Lithuanian soil. 

Important Polish advances east- 
ward into Lithuania began on.

1919.

Arrest of Jim Owens 
Brings to Light Pistol 
Battle in Mellichamp 
Home and Brave Deed 
of Youngsters. 


By following the blood trail of a 
burglar along six city blocks and 
into the basement of the Devon- 
shire apartments, three boys have 
effected the arrest of Jim Owens, 
23-year-old negro janitor, accused 
of breaking into the home of J. C.

JAPAN THROWN 


INTO ERUPTION 
~ BY CALIFORNIA 


High Officials of Japan 
Pretend to Be PeSsimis- 
tic and Hint at Conse- 
quences of Gravest Sort. 

JAPANESE METHODS 

ANNOY WASHINGTON 


Belief Grows That Japan 
Is Deliberately Circu- 
Mating Propaganda for 
Effect—Washington Si- 
lent About Negotiations.

Washington, September 27.—Be- 
lief is growing that the Japanese 
are deliberately circulating a prop- 
aganda designed to convey the im- 
pression that they are greatly 
wrought. up over the California 
land dispute. 


High officials make somber ob- 
servations on the progress of nego- 
tiatons, and hint at possible conse- 
quences of the gravest sort. For- 
eign Minister Uchida confers with 
Field Marshal Yamagata, the su- 
preme military councillor, and the 
press learns this fact. Marquis 
Okuma, former premier, states there 
is ample ground for the Japanese 
to insist on their rights—and his 
Statement gets on the cables. Baron 
Sakatani tells the house of peers 
negotiations have entered the seri- 
ous stage. which American newspa- 
pers duly print. 

Reasons for Jap Jingoism. 

Several possible reasons are seen 
for this jingoism. One is diplo- 
matic bluff. Another is that the 
military clansmen, whose domina- 
tion of the masses is none too se- 
cure, are spreading alarm for home 
consumption, hoping thereby to 
quiet popular upheavals, which 
threaten even in medieval Japan. 
Lastly, there is the possibility that 
the Japanese hope to influence the 
coming ‘American elections. 


The American state department 
is pursuing an exactly opposite 
course. No information is to be 
obtained, and no old world diplo- 
matic game was ever carried on 


conversations between Ambassador 
Shidehara and Sécretary Colby. If 
fhe situation is serious, the state 
department is giving no evidence of 
it. The inference is conveyed that 
negotiations are proceeding satis- 
factorily, and that the relations be- 
tween the two countries are not 
more strained than they have been 
for a decade. Officials carefully 
refrain from giving a basis for 
alarm. 
Incensed by Publicity. 

The department, it {s understood, 
is incensed at the publicity already 
given the matter, and questions ad- 
dressed to responsible heads are 
met with bland professions of ig- 
norance or are evaded with diplo- 
matic ingenuity. 

The department, it is understood, 
is preserving silence for reasons 
of its own. Serious trouble is more 
likely to occur if both parties to 
a quarrel lose their heads, it has 
been pointed out. 

The American note of protest on 
Saghalin has never been published, 
and the American public did not 
know it had been sent until an- 
nouncement was made from Tokio. 
The points now in dispute are un- 
known except in a general way, 
and the progress of negotiations 
with Shidehara are guarded with 
a care that would do credit to FEu- 
ropean chancellories. What infor- 
mation the people of this country 
are allowed comes from the Japa- 
nese capital. 

The Japanese, it is known, have 
more at stake than the matter of 
land titles in California. They do 
not hope to gain the admission of 
immigrants on an equality with 
white races. They are demanding 
for the Japanese land rights which 
foreigners do not possess in Japan 
itself. The only difference is that 
restrictions there are universally 
applicable. 

California May Be Pawn. 

The less obvious points at Issue 
are of long standing, and the Cali- 
fornia dispute may be a useful pawn 
on the diplomatic chessboard. The 
Japanese diplomats see in America 
the power that thwarts them at 
every turn in their imperialistic am- 
bitions in the Far East. They en- 
counter American influence in op- 
position to their program of annex- 
ation, exploitation and domination. 
European nations are kept busy at 
home. America’s hands are free. 

This country, traditionally, insists 
on the open door to China, and de- 
sires the’ preservation of that na- 
tion’s political and territorial in- 
tegrity. America opposes anything 
but economic activity in Siberia— 
witness the note when American 
troops were withdrawn and the pro- 
test on Saghalin. Japan Diames 
America for the unruliness of the 
Chinese with regard to Shantung 
and other matters. . American in- 
fluence is even seen in the efforts 
of the Koreans to preserve their in- 
dependence and free themselves 
from opposition. 

Japan has a long list of griev- 
ances to parade. She offers the 
Lansing-Ishij agreement as an ex- 
cuse for her operations,~but the 
American state department is said 
to be displeased with the repeated 
misinterpretation of that under- 
standing.

BIG MERCHANT MARINE 
NEEDED BY THE NATION 


Harding Says Marine

Baltimore, September 27.—A mer- 
chant marine policy insuring acces- 
sibility to all the markets of the 
world, linked with a protective tar- 
iff system to foster production at 
home, were promised by Senator 
Harding tonight in a speech at the 
Baltimore armory. 

The republican presidential nom- 
inee praised the merchant marine 
bill enacted at the last session of 
congress and assailed the democrat- 
ic administration for “unprepared- 
ness for peace” in its policy toward 
American shipping and other fac- 
tors of financial and industrial re- 
habilitation. With a new shipping 
act framed by republicans now on 
the statute books, he said, a new 
republican administration proposed 
to so administer it as to give the 
nation its proper place as a sea 
carrier. 

Senator Harding also replied to 
charges that the republican plat- | 
form and policies are “reactionary.” 
declaring it was true that his par- 
ty wanted to “react” from an era 
of executive usurpation and to re- 


establish orderly, constitutional gov- 
ernment under “forward-looking, 
progressive” policies. 

The nomihMee arrived in Baltimore 
late today and was cheered by thou- 
sands as he rode through the busi- 
ness section to his hotel. 

In his speech tonight the nom- 
inee sounded a warning against “a 
flood of imports from debtor coun- 
tries,” which he said mirht under- 
mine American production by stim- 
ulating a compétition American in- 
dustry could not meet without tar- 
iff protection.

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Georgia Leading 
Siates of Nation 
In Plural Births 


In First Six Months of 


1920 483 Cases of Twins, 
Seven Triplets and One 
Quadruplets Reported. 


During the past six months Geor- 
gia has scored another record. In 
the race between the states to see 
which one could roll up the nighest 
total of plural births, the Empire 
State has come out victoricus at 
the end of the frist half lap of the 
annual course with 483 casts on 
file, or an average of 15 for every 
one thousand births. 

Statistics reeval th fact that 475 
of these cases are twins; of which 
168 sets were male, 128 female and 
169 are male and female. There 
are so far seven sets of triplets 
and 1 set of quadruplets. In the 
latter “event.” Georgia scored by a 
margin of two during 1919, there 
being no records reported from 
other states, Dr. Davis, of the state 
board of health, says that it looks 
as though this state will take this 
classification hands down again. 

The 1920 birth rate, as estimated 
in light of the past six months, 
promises to lead in the country at 
25.9 per 1,000 of population. If 
this prediction is realized, it will 
represent 74,952 births, which is an 
average of 6,246 per month. Through 
June, 31,566 birth certificates had 
been filed, and it is believed that 
5,910 have been overlooked. 

More Males B ; 

It is interesting to note that the 
male birth rate Is In excess of the 
female, yet it is popularly supposed 
that there are decidely more women 
in the state than men. The male 
births through June are 16,131, 
while the female births are 15,358. 

The population of Georgia is 55 per 
eent white and 45 per cent negro. 
Desite this face, 
rate is disproportionately in excess of 
the negro rate, being 27.46 and 15.04

Cork, September 27.—A_ violent 
explosion shook this city about 2 
o’clock this morning.

UF GEORGIA AMATEURS 


All Are Asked to Register, 
With Description of Sets, 
at Tech ‘‘Key”’ Station. 


Plans to establish communication 
by wireless throughout the state 
of Georgia were announced here 
Monday by the Atlanta Radio club 


ogy, which are working together to 
develop radio communication in 
the south. A request was issued by 
Tech and the club for all amateur 
radio operators in Georgia to send 
their names and a description of 
their sets, both sending and re- 
ceiving, to E. H. Merritt at Georgia 
Tech. All who expect to have sets 
or stations were also asked to send 
in their names. 

Mr. Merritt is one of the chief 
Operators at the Tech radio station, 
Which is part of the American 
Radio Relay league, an organiza- 
tion of radio amateurs formed to 
relay messages throughout. the 
United States and Canada. In the 
sovernment’s fourth radio district, 
comprising the states of North and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama, Atlanta is the nat- 
ural center, and Tech is the rank- 
ing of “key” stations. 

The Atlanta Radio club has ac- 
cess to the iadio equipment at 
Tech, which includes some of the 
latest army equipment loaned by 
the Signal corps unit of the reserve 
officers’ training corps at Tech, as 
weil as the equipment of the tech- 
nical engineering department of the 
school. Whit2 this is still far be- 
low what stations in the east have, 
it makes Tech the principal radio 
Station in the south. 

Since the fourth district hereto- 
fore has been the weakest in the 
chain of radio communication in 
America, and since more amateurs 
are vitally needed in this part of 
the country in order to reduce the 
length of radio relays and make 
communication more efficient, Tech 
and the Radio club announce they 
will take active steps to secure the 
perfection of the service, 

First of these is the attempt to 
get all amateur radio operators in 
Georgia registered, with full @e- 
scription at the Tech station. An- 
other step proposed is to secure at 
Tech a new electric engineering 
building with adequate facilities for 
modern radio work and instruc- 
tion, including ample research lab- 
oratories for radio development 
work.

Disregard of Law. 


Se never saw such a flagrant 
disregard of traffic laws in any 
city as there is in Atlanta,” said 
George F. Eubanks, president of 
the Kiwanis club. “The remedy, tn 
my opinion, is a severe fine for 
each violation. It is up to the po- 
lice department’ to make rne cases, 
of course, but this. will*have but 
little effect unless the officers are 
backed up by. the «recorder. This 
thing of imposing light fines should 
be discontinued, and a minimum 
fine of $25 and costs imposed for 
every violation, and $50 arfd costs 
for all second offenses, and propor- 
tionaté*increases for each offense 
thereafter—put them tn. gail, if 
necessary to protect the lives of 
our citizens. 
“I would sutgest that a sum- 
mary of the city traffic ordinance 
be published, so that each driver 
may familiarize himself with the 
various laws. The pedestrians also 
have a certain amount of responsi- 
bility, and should also study the 
laws. .One of the-~most important 
laws that is constantly violated is 
that which prohibits vehicles pass- 
ing another on the right-hané@ side. 
If persons disregarding such laws 
were heavily fined, they would 
think the second time before the 
second o“fense.” 
Suggestions by Adams. 

With reference to the reckless 
drivine of automobiles in the city, 
Albert S. Adams, past international 
president of Advertising Clubs of 
thes World, last hight said: 

“My idea of the situation is that 
more traffic policemen are not 80 
much needed as better educated 
and trained traffic policemen. If 
necessary, we should bring to At- 
lanta some hirh-egrade, finely train- 
ed traffic men and let them teach 
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Providence. R. I., was the first 
city in the United States to have 
open-air schools. ' Since their in- 
troduction in 1908 the number 06 
these schools has increased to more 
than 60 
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our men how to handle traffic ef- | 
fectively and expertly. 

“Another thing we need is to have 
good traffic policemen on duty both 


night and day at the busiest corners 
of the city so as to -revent conges- 
which leads to reckless driv- 
ing. Stil) another prospect “~*~ re- 
lief, it seems to me, would be to 
take steps to prevent long lines 
of autos from collecting and jam- 
mine behind street cars, to extricate 
himseif from such a position; and 
it is a commopn one in Atlanta, a 
driver mug resort to some reck- 
less driving, and if we could ar- 
range to have street cars held for 
only a few moments in heavy traf- 
fic to allow long lines of autos 
to pass, I believe much relief would 
result. At any rate, I will be glad 
to do anything possible to aid in 
the’ situation, and I believe we 
should try to educate the public 
to respect the traffic laws and not 


ever an opportunity to cut a cor- 
ner or speed by another car pre- 
sents itself.” 

Rotarians Will Aid. _ 
W. H. Glenn, vice president of 
the Atlanta Rotary club, made the 

statement: 

‘Count me in to do ary- 
thing I can to relieve the present 
situation with reference to reck- 
lessness and #pPeeding. I think that 
speeding, however. is not the only 
weakgess in our system. There are 
many other vicious violations of 
traffic laws, such as speeding over 
crossings, lack of dimmers and _ tail” 
lights and numerous other in- 
stances. I nearly ran into gn auto 
Monday night because it had no 
tail lights, and I believe we should 
insist upon a strict enforcement 
of all traffic regulations in order 
to make the city safe... The Rotary 
club will be delighted to do all 
it can do to aid in the drive against 
reckless driving of autos.’ 
Earl Cone, past president of 
the local Rotary club and promi- 
nent druegist, had the following” 
statement to make: 
“IT do not think reckless driving 
of automobiles will be checKed un- 
til responsible owners of cars take 


full and ready co-operation to the 
police, who are entirely too few in 
number to cover the entire city so 
far as individual violations of the 
traffic regulations are concerned. 
I suggest that auto owners make up 
their minds to report to the police 
all violataions of traffic laws they 
may see and volunteer to act as 
witnesses against persons who com- 
mit the violations. “The moral ef- 
fect of such a concerted -determi- 
nation here would be powerful, just 
as it has heen in other cities about 
the country. This is the rational 
ant quick solution to the prob- 
lem.” 

Jerome Jones’ Position. 
Jerome Jones, editor of The Jour- 
nal of Labor and one of the fore- 
most of the state’s labor. leaders, 
said: : 
“Something must be done to re- 
lieve the terrible situation that now 
exists and which is daily getfing 
worse. I do not favor making an 
example of one poor, luckless prin- 
cipal in an accident, but a just and 
indiscriminate application of the 
law to all who are found to be guil- 
ty of violation of traffic ordinances. 
“Another thing that should be 
done is to put a stop to fining whis- 
ky runners and put them securely 
in the chaingang, where they will 
not endanger the lives of the inno- 
cent. Co-operation of citizens gen- 
erally is highly deSirable at this 
time. 

“I shall be glad to give my time 
and services wheneyer needed to aid 
in curbing reckless driving just as I 


dreadful plague had beset the city,

Mayor Key announced during the 
day Monday that he will call on the 
recorder to deal severely with cases 
of reckless driving and other vio- 
lationg of the ordinances regulat- 
ing traffic for the public -safety.

“Speeders Are Menace.” 


“The traffic laws are all right if 
they were enforced,” said Eugene 
R.. Black, president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. “Speeders 
are the great menace. There is too 
much driving in utter disregard of 
the law and apprehension and pun- 
ishment of these persons is what 
is most needed. Mr. Black suggest- 
ed that it would be well to give 
wider publicity to the ordinances 
governing traffic so that there could 
not be any excuse for amy person 
not knowing the regulations. 

Superintendent of Schools W. F. 
Dykes said that he drives a car and 
has observed traffic conditions 
closely and declared that the situ- 
ation sums itself up in the follow- 
ing mental attitude of the drivers: 
“Who can get there first?” “I be- 
lieve that before persons are per- 
mitted to drive automobiles on the 
streets they should receive an ex- 
amination attesting their qualifica- 
tions and then be given a license. 
Then if they violate the regulations 
their license should be revoked ” 

He called attention to the con- 
stant diSregard of the right of way 
of traffic on the main arteries, such 
as Peachtree and Whitehall streets. 
bv persons entering these thorough- 
fares from side streets. This is a 
violation of the law and a frequent 
cause of accident, hé@ stated. At the 
opening of the school term Mr. 
Dykes requested Chief Beavers to 
detail police at a number of cross 
streets where school] chilgren must 
pass in order to protect them from 
possible injury by motor vehicles. 

According to the view of Dave W. 
Webb, president of the Atlanta Ad 
Men’s club, the motorists are not 
wholly to blame in the matter of 
accidents, but he said that there 
is lots of speeding and “taking 
chances” by drivers. Additions to 
the motorcycle force of the police 
department in order to run down 
speeders, he declared to be am urg- 
ent necessity.

Fendo] 8 WGolden, aged 86, well- 
known and beloved pioneer of At- 
lanta, died at his residence, 317 
West Fourth street, Monday evening 
at 8 o’<lock, after an illness of two 
years’ duration.

City People Suffer. 


“The countryman in Russia has a 
Plenty to eat, but the city people 
have to suffer. Thev do not wear 
any clothes in the eity, except when 
they make them from sack cloth. 
Ever the soldiers are sometimes 
naked. Forty pounds of corn meal 
costs 1,000 rubles in Russia. A 
ruble was worth two American dol- 
lars before the war. A pair of shoes 
sells for 5,000 rubles. One egg can 
be bought for 5 rubles. So vou can 
see what the condition is. The sol- 
diers rob the city people of food 
and clothes and leave them bare- 
The people eat 
horse feed in order to keep alive. 

“The Polish soldiers try to kill 
everyone thev see walking in the 
streets,”” Nathan Maziar continued. 
“IT was a bookkeeper ih one of the 
large mills. One afternoon two Pol- 
ish soldiers came in the mill and 
eaid ‘Come with us.’ I refused to 
zo with them, but they took me. 
When we got outside of the mill 
they said. ‘Now we are going to kill 
vou. Undress yaurself.’ Then one 
of them took out his new pistol and 
said, ‘The pistol is too nice to -kill 
vou with. T am. going to shoot you 
with the rifle.’ ™ 

“T started to cry and said, ‘Please 
don’t kill me. I mg no father and 
mother, and have tod support five 
children. Thev have nothing to eat 
and nothing to wear, and I must 
take care of them.’ 

“After a while the man at the mill 
whom I was working for came out 
aid paid them 4,000 rubles not to 
kill me. When they let me go they 
said, ‘We will come-for you again, 
some time.’”

Radicals Invade Govern- 
ment Palace in the Capi- 


tal and Harangue for So- 
cial Revolution. 


Mexico City, September 27.—Vio- 
lent harangues :n which social rev- 
Yates was\urged upon a great 
throng were given from the cen- 
tral balcony ofthe Central pal- 
ace here,Sunday, when agitators 
managef to enter the palace“Quring 
a manifestation. There were cheers 
for Russia and for Italian metal 
workers and demands were made 
that supplies and stores in ware- 


houses be turned over to the people 
through the medium of a food dic- 
tatorship. The red and black com- 
munist flag wawed from the bal- 
cony during this discourse, “but 
there was no disorder, and the au- 
thorities did not interfere. 

Similar meetings were held at 
the headquarters of the Industrial 
Workers of the World and the Com- 
munist Federation of the Mexican 
proletariat. Pd 

The manifestation was planned by 
the Workers’ Confederation of the 
Mexican region, which is made up, 
for the most part, of the more mod- 
erate elements. A parade was or- 
ganized, but the more radical lead- 
ers took advantage of the opportu- 
nity to address the throng which 
took part. The radical orators en- 
tered the palace, it is explained, 
when the palace guards allowed 
what they supposed was ~ commit- 
tee of manifestants to enter for 
the purposes of accompanying a 
spokesman for the administration 
to the balcony. The radicals, how- 
ever, reached the balcony first, and 
launched into their addresses. 

In addition to urging social rev- 
olution and a food dictatorship, 
the radicals directed attacks at the 
national legislature and the supreme 
court. Some of the orators. declared 
two bombs were ready for each 
Mexico City newspaper, all of which 
were denounced as “organs of cap- 
italism and enemies Of the work- 
ers.” 

Among suggestions from the pal- 
ace balcony were the dynamiting 
of. the achbishop’s palace, the erec- 
tion of a guillotine for all journal- 
ists tn the Central plaza and the 
sacking. of food shops. 

A political tinge has been given 
the demonstration by ‘the newspa- 
per El Universal, which charges 
that Luis Morones, the most radical 
orator, was a former secret agent 
of the Carranza government. 


CHARLES WICKERSHAM 
- RAIL REPRESENTATIVE 


Head of West Point Road 
Accepts Appointment to 
Planning Board. 


Railroad interests in Atlanta will 
be represented on the new gity 
planning commission by Charles A. 
Wickersham, president of the At- 
lanta and West Point railway, who 
accepted the appointment Monday 
morning by Mayor Key following a 
conference in the mayor’s office of 
heads of the different railroads, all 
of whom unanimously recommend- 
ed Mr. Wickersham for the place. 

Two weeks ago the mayor direct- 
ed letters to chiefs of all the rail- 
roads entering the city telling thea 
that he had it in mind to appoint, 
one member of the commission who 
should be selected by the railroad 
interests. 

The mayor stated that he realized 
the railroad companies are much 
interested in the proposed work of 
the commission and that the devel- 
opment of any comprehensive plan 
must take the railroads’ interests 
into consideration and a spirit of 
mutual co-operation, should be 
sought between them and the city. 
He stated that whatever plan the 
commission should develop he 
would wish that it coincide with 
the plans of the railroads, and at 
the same time that whatever plans 
the railroads have in mind they 
coincide with the plans of the com- 
mission, ok 

There will be six members of the 
Planning body. Three others have 
been tendered appointment by the 
mayor and have* accepted, but he 
Stated that he will not make their 
names public until he has filled the 
remaining two places. 

At its last session, the Georgia 
general assembly passed an act 
creating the planning commission. 
Authority is granted it to recom- 
mend or make suggestions to gen- 
eral council and other, public au- 
thorities covering the laying out, 
widening, extending or location of 
Streets, sidewalks or boulevards, 
the relief of traffic conditions, de- 
velopment of housing and sanitary 
conditions and the establishment of 
zones or districts, suggestions con- 
cerning the use, height, area and 
bulk of buildings or structures. 

Jurisdiction of the commission 
will extend to an area covering 
six miles adjacent to the present 
city limits. °

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Deportation of Letvian Agen 
Recommended — Nagel 
Supporter of Lenine. 


Washington, September '27.—‘By 
the Associated Press.)—Alfred Na- 
gle, diplomatic representative of the 
Letvian,. government, wao re ntly 
was ordered deported from New 
York, was responsible for the selec-/| 
ti of Nicolai Lenine to head the 
boishevik revolution in Russia, ac- 
cording to reports in the hands of 
the state department. 

These reports state that some 
time ago, during the spriag of 1917, 
Nagle was employed by Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg,. then imperial Ger- 
man chancellor, to go to Switzerland 
and there pick out the best revolu- 
tionists to send into Russia to over- 
throw the czar’s government. In a 
three-hundrde-word report, Nagle in- 
formed the chancellor that Lenine 
was the most radical leader, but 
urged the Germans not to use him. 
Lenine, however, was sent by the 
Germans to Russia on the now fa- 
mous sealed train. 

Nagle; at his deportati heairng, 
admitted he had spoken \with Lenine 
in Switzerland in 1917, and told the 
examiner he had heard Lenine was 
a German seeret agent sent to Rus- 
sia “to foment a revolution and 
carry out certain plans laid in Ger- 
many.” ~ 

‘After his visit to Switzerland, 
Nagle returned to Germany and 
later was sent by the Germans to 
Russia as a spy. According to the 
state department reports, he held 
some sort of a position under the 
Kerensky “api ne oageen to which he 
reported about his trip to Switzer- 
land as a German agent. During 
1919, Nagle was employed by Nelson 
Morris, American minister to Swe- 
den, in the Russian work of the 
American legation at Stockholm. In 
the early months of that year he 
made several visits to Russia and, 
it is charged, that in each instance, 
after his return, he wrote reports 
which were “quite pro-bolshevist in 
tendency and tone,” and which he 
turned over to American mewspaper 
correspondents, who cabled them to 
the United States. 

“In view of his past record and of 
his appeal for sympathy for, if not 
actual connection with, the bolshe- 
vist government in Russia,” the 
state department’s report to the im- 
migration bureau, recommended 
that Nagle be refused admittance 
to the United States. 


SK BIDS ARE MADE.

Washington, September 27.—Six 
bids, the lowest of which was that 
of the Selden-Breck Construction 
company, of St. Louis, for $746,000, 
were received today by the war de- 
partment for completion of con- 
struction work at Camp Benning. 
near Columbus, Ga. which was 
stopped shortly after the armistice. 
Action on all bids was deferred. 

The bid submitted by the Selden- 
Breck company was a net offer, $80,- 
000 having been deducted for pur- 
chase of material on the site. 

On the basis of allowance for ma- 
terial, the Moren-Burkenham Con- 
struction company, of Montgomery, 
Ala., submitted a bid of $983,000, 
while the King Lumber company, of 
Charlottesville, Va., offered to com- 
plete the work for $1,034,000. 

War department officials said they 
expected to be able to announce 
award of the contract tomorrow.

Macon, Ga., September 27.—(Spe- 
cial. )—Aigrettes valued at $5,000 
were seized here today at the estap- 
J lishment of the Dannenberg com- 
pany, wholesale and retail dry goods 
merchants, by B. Whitehead, 
United States game warden, on the 
ground that it is a violation of the 
federal law to have in one’s posses- 
} sion any part-of a migratory bird. 

The warden saw the’plumes on 
display in the show window yester- 
day and today he called and asked 
that all aigrettes, egret. plumes, or 
so-called osprey plumes, in the store 
be turned over to him. He secured 
eighteen bunches, which the man- 
ager said had been in the store for. 
twelve years, 

The case is being handled through 
the United States department of 
agriculture and through the depart- 
ment of justice. 

The aigrettes are, taken from 
herons, whicn migrate during differ- 
ent seasons of the year, and the 
feathers cannot be lawfully owned. 
Hundreds of women in Georgia own 
aigrettes, most of them purchased 
before “the law went into effect, 
but they are none the less viola- 
tors of the law, it is claimed. 


U.S. TRADE BALANCE 
DROPPED IN AUGUST 


Washington, September 27.—The 
decided reduction in size of the 
‘favorable trade balance of the 
United States as evidenced in the 
foreign trade of the country dur- 
ing August has been expected for 
months and in no way feflects an 
unsound economic condition in the 
nation, according to a summary of 
trade conditions tonight by O. P. 
Hopkins, acting director of the bu- 
real of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. 

Sev¢dral factors have been work- 
ing to reduce the previous enor- 
mous éxcess of exports, which fell 
from $114,000,000 in July to $63,- 
000,000 in August, Mr. Hopkins said. 
Foreign countries, as well as Amer- 
ica, he continued, have been await- 
ing a general break in commodity 
prices and orders have been with- 
held. Readjustment of price levels, 
he added, would undoubtedly mean 
increases In overseas shipments, in 
qyantity if not in value, as falling 
prices would be a factor in low- 
ering the values of both 
and imports.

by the clearing. house statement, 
which disclosed an expansion of ac- 
tual loans and discounts to the 
largest total of the vear. — 

Heaviness of steels, equipments, 
motors, coppers and allied shares 
gave additional impetus to the con- 
viction that material price conces- 
sions are contemplated in those 
lines of: industry. Concurrent de- 
clines in leathers, chemicals an 
foodstuffs again accompanied ru- 
mors of further downward revision 
of dividend disbursements. 

Rails repeated their’ irregular 
trend of the past fortnight, some of 
the cheaper or reorganized roads 
showing substantial improvement 
on active dealings, but the move~ 
ment as a whole was mainly of 
speculative origin and made no im- 
pression upon investment transpor- 
tations.

ENORMOUS GAINS 
IN GEORGIA PORTS 
SHIPPING FIGURES 


Savannah, Ga., Septemnper 27.— 
(Special.)—-The exports and imports 
from the district of Georgia for 
which Savannah is the principal 
port arid headquarters shows enor- 
mous gains for the fiscal year just 
ended. Domestic imports are made 
from Savannah, Brunswick and Da- 
rien to twenty-six foreign coun- 
tries, according to the reports, and 
were for the year valued at more 
than $300,000,000. More than 135 
different articles were listed in the 
schedule of exports of domestic 
products and commodities. The im- 
ports totaled in value more than 
$38,000,000 and they come to the 
Georgia ports from twenty-eight 
different foreign countries. 

The figures for exports for the 
three Georgia ports are: Savannah. 
$260,995,507; Brunswick, $50,029,792: 
Darien, $47,320. The countries to 
which goods went from Georgia 
ports are, in the order of the vol- 
ume, with Bngland three times 
ahead of her nearest rival in re- 
cipient of American goods: Eng- 
land, France, Japan, Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, Netherlands, Spain, 
Denmark, Austria, Sweden Switzer- 
land, Cuba, Czecho-Slovakia, Po- 
land and Danzig, Norway, Argen- 
tine, Scotland, China, Brazil, Ire- 
land, Portugal, Uruguay, Faroe 
islands and Paraguay. Cotton leads 
of course, in export, valued at $276,- 
600,000. Cotton seed cake and meal 
and wheat flour, rosin, are other 
leading exports. 

In imports Savannah. received 
goods to the value of $37,900,000; 
Atlanta, $194,800; Brunswick, $24,- 
500. Cuba led with $24,250,000 of 
the valuation of imports: other 
leading countries in the order 
named: Chile, Germany, Argentine, 
France, Belgium, England, Uru- 
guay, Netherlands, Spain, Scotland, 
Mexico, Canada, Australia, Philip- 
pines etc. Cane sugar led all the 
imports, with a valuation of §$23,- 
900,000.
